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City Council Candidates Report 
Election Expenditure Details 


All but one candidate for the 
Greenbelt City Council filed their 
final campaign financial state- 
ments timely. Kelly Ivy filed his 
final report one day late accord- 
ing to Greenbelt City Clerk Cin- 
dy Murray, but due to a glitch, 
the report was not posted on the 
city’s website, greenbeltmd.gov, 
until well into November. 

Che Sayles, who came in last 
in the election, led in the amount 
spent on his campaign, $13,335. 
This is more than double the 
$5,170 spent by newcomer Em- 
mett Jordan in his successful ef- 
fort to be elected to the Greenbelt 
City Council, the second largest 
amount reported by a candidate. 
(The figure for Jordan includes 
the value of in-kind contributions 
he received.) 

By spending less than $1,000 
on his campaign, Kelly Ivy spent 
the least amount of any candi- 
date. Ivy also lost. 

Leta Mach was the only can- 
didate not to report spending

any of her own money. She did 
report a contribution of $511.13 
from her husband, Darrell, but 
her campaign repaid him $429.79 
for a net contribution of $ 61.34. 
Jordan also spent little of his 
own money, reporting a personal 
contribution of only $45. 

Sayles, who reported no con- 
tributions from others to his cam- 
paign, spent the largest amount of 
personal funds of any candidate. 
Edward Putens also spent mostly 
his own money on the campaign. 
His campaign expenses of $4,439 
were offset by only $100 of con- 
tributions. 

Expenses 

For most candidates, a big 
Campaign expense was the cost of 
preparing and printing brochures, 
flyers and other printed materials 
to pass out or mail to potential 
voters. While the candidates did 
not use a standardized method 
of accounting for these expenses 
and therefore not all expenses 
are identified in the same way, 


One-room Library to Open 
In Community Center Soon

For the next five months while 
the Greenbelt Library is closed for 
renovation the room in the Green- 
belt Community Center currently 
used as a display space for the 
Greenbelt Museum will be made 
available as a “satellite” library. 
This change is made clear in 
the words of a Memorandum of 
Understanding (MOU) between 
the City of Greenbelt, Friends of 
the Greenbelt Museum (FOGM) 
and the Prince George’s County 
Memorial Library System. This 
room, numbered 110, is adjacent 
to the main office in the Com- 
munity Center. 

During the five-month period 
beginning January 15 and ending 
on June 15 the Greenbelt Library 
next door will undergo renova- 
tion, including a major rewiring 
project throughout the structure. 


Also affected will be access to 
the ground-floor library of the 
Prince George’s County Historical 
Society. That facility, however, 
may be able to open earlier once 
the rewiring is completed, barring 
unforeseen problems during the 
renovation process. 

According to the MOU with 
the City of Greenbelt, in lieu of 
paying rent or any other mon- 
etary exchange, the county library 
system agrees to remove existing 
wallpaper in room 110 and to 
purchase paint and redecorate the 
walls. “The work performed is 
expected to be of quality work- 
manship,” the city memo speci- 
fies and FOGM and the city must 
provide final approval. 

Once painting is completed, the

it would appear from the finan- 
cial reports that Sayles spent the 
most for printed materials and 
mailings, $3,574, with Putens 
spending the next largest amount 
at $2,479. Mach spent only $318 
on such materials and Ivy showed 
no expenses for brochures on his 
report. 

Advertising in the News Re- 
view was another major expense 
for most candidates. Putens 
spent the most of any candidate 
($1,308), followed fairly closely 
by Konrad Herling and Judith 
Davis. Sayles was the only can- 
didate not to advertise in this 
paper. Five of the candidates, 
Davis, Jordan, Mach, Silke Pope 
and Putens also advertised in 
some homeowner association 
publications. 

Four candidates reported 
spending money for signs, with 
Jordan spending the most, $681. 
Each candidate paid the city $75 
to hang their signs at various 
designated locations. Some re- 
peat candidates, such as Rodney 
Roberts, Ivy and Mach reported 
no sign expenses and presumably 
recycled signs from past years. 

Sayles is the only candidate 
to report spending funds for of- 
fice rental, key chains or robo 
calls. He also reported spend- 
ing $248 for food and water for 
volunteers. 

At a cost of 79 cents per vote

City Playground 
Work Schedule 


A few years ago the City of 
Greenbelt reached agreement with 
most of the owners of Greenbelt’s 
playgrounds to maintain, upgrade 
and assure compliance with safety 
regulations after reaching a 20- 
year agreement with the prop- 
erty owners to allow anyone who 
wants to come to use the play- 
grounds. Assistant City Manager 
David Moran has now released a 
list of playgrounds which will re- 
ceive renovations or construction 
over the next four years — assum- 
ing funds are available. In 2010 
the playground on Mandan Road 
in Windsor Green will be worked 
on in the spring; in the fall work 
will be done on McDonald Field. 

Future work will be as fol- 
lows: In 2011 a city playground 
in A block of GHI will be reno- 
vated in the spring and one at the 
Community Center in the fall. 
During 2012 a playground located 
in 12 Court of Hillside (GHI) 
will be worked on in the spring 
and a city site in Greenspring 
Park in the fall. Finally, in 2013 
playgrounds in the 8 court of 
Southway (GHI) will be reno- 
vated in the spring and one on 
Jacobs Drive (Windsor Green) in 
the fall. 
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Top Ten Stories of 2009 


The following summaries of leading News Review stories in 
the past year were prepared by Virginia Beauchamp, Judy Bell, 
James Giese, Barbara Hopkins and Thomas X. White. 


Historic City Election 

A February 2008 letter from the ACLU and NAACP ques- 
tioned city election procedures, seeking to make elections “fairer 
and more inclusive.” After numerous executive sessions and 
nine public meetings, two proposals were presented — to increase 
council size from five to seven and to change the election date 
to even-numbered years. After those public hearings, council 
voted to undertake greater voter outreach, offer early voting by 
machine, expand absentee voting, increase council size to seven 
and change elections to even-numbered years. By August 10 the 
needed ordinances and charter amendments to implement four of 
the council decisions were enacted. However, the election date 
change proposal was tabled until after the city election. 

All five incumbents plus four others sought council office at 
the November 3 election. Early voting and absentee voting pro- 
ceeded smoothly. With a somewhat increased number of citizens 
voting, all incumbents and two newcomers, Emmett Jordan and 
Silke Pope, were elected. Jordan, who is African American, re- 
ceived the second largest number of votes, behind Judith Davis. 
The new council elected Davis once more as mayor and Jordan 
as mayor pro tem. 


Public Works Building 

On April 25 the new City of Greenbelt Public Works Building 
opened with a ribbon-cutting ceremony and open house. Cost for 
the project was $4.2 million. The building’s “green” features, 
such as geothermal heat and air conditioning and automated light 
sensors, are expected to save energy and other costs. The build- 
ing contains a lunch and locker rooms for employees and a larger 
equipment storage building; salt storage sheds and a fuel service 
area complete the redesigned compound. 


Greenbelt Schools 

Groundbreaking for a new Greenbelt Middle School, once 
scheduled for May 2009, was rescheduled for January 2010. 
Prince George’s County proposed funding for the new school in 
its Capital Improvement Plan. However, concerns remain with 
school construction funding cut 31 percent by the state and over 
56 percent by the county. 

St. Hugh School announced late in the year that it will close 
at the end of the current school year. Hope remains for combin- 
ing St. Hugh with St. Joseph’s School in Beltsville but a final 
decision has not yet been announced. 


Greenbelt West Development 

While most development proposals for the Greenbelt Metro 
Station area have languished because of the economic crisis, 
potential revised development for Metropark South Core was 
proposed. In July 2009, the city’s Advisory Planning Board first 
considered a proposal by Craftstar Homes to construct up to 151 
townhomes in a part of the development originally subdivided 
in 2006 for Pulte Homes for a much larger and more complex 
project. The Craftstar proposal required approval by the city of 
a revised Detailed Site Plan. 

After APB recommended approval for a modified Craftstar 
proposal, the city council met with developer representatives in 
October to deal with building plans and agreement issues. 

Council struggled but could not reach agreement on the issues. 
At year’s end the city planning staff and APB are continuing 
to evaluate architectural specifics of the Craftstar proposal; the 
county Planning Board has postponed its consideration until Feb- 
ruary 2010 or beyond and council requested city staff to evaluate 
and propose approaches to safeguard the city’s interests in the 
2006 development agreements. 


City-GHI Right-of-Way Issues 

Through the year the Greenbelt Homes Board of Directors and 
the Greenbelt City Council and their staffs have mulled over what 
to do about significant portions of GHI yards and even portions 
of some homes being located within public street right-of-ways. 
The problem dates to 1953 when the federal government dedi- 
cated the streets, long after homes were built and without deter- 
mining their actual locations. At a July stakeholders meeting, 
board and councilmembers agreed that the city should address the 
problem by vacating unneeded portions of the street that overlap 
yards and homes. By December city staff had put forth a report 
on the problems and issues related to vacating street right-of-way. 
Two alternative methods were proposed — to use existing yard

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Bus Stop Unplowed 

I was spared the grand nui- 
sance of shoveling my car out 
of the snow and ice thrown over 
by the snow plows and that is 
because as a long-term environ- 
mentalist I choose to no longer 
own a Car. 

But, alas, there remains a prob- 
lem and that is the city’s virtual 
opposition to public transit as evi- 
denced by its recent failure to clear 
the snow and ice away from the 
main Metrobus stop at Town Cen- 
ter, even after six days have passed. 
This stop is at the end of the C2 
bus route and 1s a pick-up/discharge 
point for the R12 and T17 buses 
and one route of TheBus. 

There has been no safe way 
to walk toward the bus stop or to 
stand at the bus stop or to board 
the bus while at the bus stop. 
One must walk along Crescent 
Road, along the traffic side of the 
parked bus(es), then (for some) 
struggle to climb up onto the 
bank of snow and ice thrown into 
the bus stop by the snow plows. 
(The sidewalk parallel to where 
the Metrobuses park was also 
covered with snow and ice left 
by the snow plows.) 

Also, on Sunday I rode my 
bike to Greenway Center and 
found that the sidewalks along 
Rt. 193 and along Southway 
had been almost completely ne- 
glected, yet showed thousands of 
footprints indicating that walkers 
do exist locally. I had to ride 
out in the street where it is more 
dangerous. I wonder whether for 
sidewalks there should be a plan 
whereby the main thoroughfares 
would be cleared before the hun- 
dreds of miles of smaller neigh- 
borhood sidewalks. 

If we want to better protect 
our environment by increasing the 
use of buses, biking and walking, 
we must especially address the 
needs of riders and walkers dur- 
ing these weather challenges.

Garden Plots 
Need Overhaul 


Small-scale gardening is in- 
creasingly popular and great for 
exercise, food, flowers and learn- 
ing garden lore. But I am won- 
dering when the City of Greenbelt 
will take some responsibility for 
its three large sunny community 
gardens on city property. 

I love gardening but as both a 
Greenbriar and GHI resident for 
21 years with no home garden 
(and now a small shady yard) 
I have tried all three Greenbelt 
community gardens, which are 
managed by the Greenbelt Garden 





Club. I have struggled with water 
(there is no water source in any 
garden and we are not allowed to 
use a hose), deer and deer ticks (I 
tried to put up high plastic fenc- 
ing and twice got Lyme disease), 
mosquitoes (there are many open- 
water storage containers), rabbits 
(they easily get under the home- 
made fences), huge plots (the usu- 
al size is 50 x 50 foot), increasing 
tree shade, overgrown plot paths 
and the mandatory annual plot-al- 
location meeting (the time I was 
out of town and requested a plot 
in advance [ did not get one). 
The Greenbelt Garden Club holds 
no other regular meetings to deal 
with garden problems, does not 
communicate regularly with gar- 
deners (no email), will not help 
gardeners contact each other (the 
membership list is a secret) or al- 
low gardeners to contact the city 
about items like tree trimming or 
delivery of free city mulch. A 
number of the large plots are only 
partially gardened over the year. 
I share my big plot with eight 
other gardeners but there was no 
established way to do this and I 
eventually turned people away. 

With the help of other garden- 
ers I wrote three proposals to send 
to the Greenbelt Foundation to 
get funding for a secure perimeter 
fence and to bring metered water 
outlets to two gardens. However 
due to active opposition by the 
Greenbelt Garden Club they were 
never considered. No plans have 
emerged since. 

What could be done? The 
new Cheverly Garden Club has 
a large area (about 1/6 of our 
combined gardens) with a secure 
perimeter fence enclosing 20 x 10 
foot plots serving 48 gardeners 
and a shed with shared tools, a 
common mulch pile, clear path- 
ways, a shared herb garden, a 
central water cistern built from 
Pepsi barrels filled by hose from 
a city outlet as needed and an 
active membership with meetings 
and email communication that or- 
ganizes the mandatory volunteer 
hours to help with chores and 
assist in group projects like the 
cistern. It has been able to get 
support from the city, the county 
and local business. 

When will the City of Green- 
belt take enough interest in its 
community gardens to enable the 
Greenbelt citizens who do not 
have the trucks or strength to haul 
water, the money to put up ade- 
quate fencing for their gardens or 
the time and interest to work the 
huge plots . . . but simply want a 
sunny place to do a bit of garden- 
ing, raise a little food and flowers 
and enjoy the outdoors exercise 
with friends? I think I may not 
be the only one who would like 
an answer.

Marsha Summers 


Marsha Bussard Summers, 
65, died December 17, 2009, 
at Sinai Hospital in Baltimore 
of complications from a heart 
bypass operation. She had been 
in the Intensive Care Unit (ICU) 
for 60 days. She is survived by 
two children, Jeff and his wife 
Suzy of Boonsboro and Cindy 
Kasza and her husband Dave of 
Westminster. Her grandchildren 
include Jeff’s daughter Brittany, 
18, and his and Suze’s son Mat- 
thew, 4. Cindy and Dave’s two 
boys are Alex, 11, and Ryan, 9. 
She loved and bragged on those 
grandkids just like she loved and 
bragged on Jeff and Cindy. 

Only a little more than a year 
ago I wrote a piece about the 
death of her husband of 45 years, 
Ronnie. Marsha took that death 
very hard and I believe it was 
part of the unofficial cause of her 
death. As I noted in the article 
about Ronnie, I knew Marsha 
from my earliest years. She was 
the daughter of Herb and Tina 
Bussard who lived in the 2 Court 
of Plateau. Mr. Bussard drove 
to downtown D.C. in a carpool 
that included my mother after she 
went to work when I was three. 
Mrs. Bussard watched me dur- 
ing the day for a time while my 
mother worked. Marsha related 
this to me in a straight-forward 
matter-of-fact way at a luncheon 
after Ronnie’s service. I certainly 
did not remember it but she had 
a highly accurate memory. 

Besides raising her kids Mar- 
sha made a career working in a 
dentist’s office. She was a very 
focused person who kept details 
well. She also enjoyed a good 
laugh, especially at things that 
were ironic. We enjoyed camp- 
ing together at Swallow Falls 
when our children were little and 
our families spent many after- 
noons and evenings together for 
a few years. Marsha was the 
kind of person who included ev- 
erybody in her activities. If there 
was someone standing around, 
with a hang-dog face, she would 
say “Well, you need to come on 
over here and get something to 
eat.” That was her way, looking 
after everyone. It was the Green- 
belt way too. She would often 
say “There’s always room for one 
more,” even as she served a four- 
person dinner to what was now a 
party of five or six. 

Longtime friend Paul Fletcher 
and I traveled to Taneytown for 
a memorial service last week. 
Cindy wrote a eulogy for Marsha

Stars Delight Viewers Finally 
At Rainfree Star Party Here

After months of cloudy week- 
ends, the Astronomical Society of 
Greenbelt (ASG) was finally able 
to offer a star party Saturday, No- 
vember 7. Ten people, ranging in 
age from “over 65” to about 3, 
attended. In the observatory Ju- 
piter was the first target willingly 
offering its moons and cloud 
bands for all to see. Subsequent 
targets included the Andromeda 
Galaxy. At a distance of 2.9 
million light years, it is the Milky 
Way’s closest neighbor. Even in 
the severely light-polluted skies 
of Greenbelt two bright planetary 
nebulae, the Dumbbell and the 
Ring, could be found. These 
were formed when stars exploded, 
ejecting a shell of hot plasma. 
The final target in the observatory 
was a globular cluster, Messier 
15, which has many thousands of 
stars in its tightly-packed core. 


In addition to the observatory 
guests could view objects through 
four telescopes brought by ASG 
members and through one pair of 
binoculars. Star parties offer an 
excellent opportunity for folks to 
become familiar with types of op- 
tics. In particular, many people 
are amazed that one doesn’t need 
a telescope to see wonder sights. 
Some objects are best viewed 
with binoculars. 

Friday night, ASG helped out 
its sister Goddard club at a special 
event for over 40 students and 
parents from the Southwest Bal- 
timore Charter School. The stu- 
dents brought a degree of knowl- 
edge and enthusiasm which in- 
spired all who participated. Most 
of the same favorite objects were 
targeted. Solar observing was also 
featured. Regrettably, the bus was 
leaving as the moon rose.

Story of Universe 

NASA’s Goddard Space Flight 
Center presents “The Story of 
the Universe” as told by NASA 
scientist and 2006 Nobel laureate 
Dr. John Mather. In this new 
web interactive Mather discusses 
his beginnings on a farm in New 
Jersey, what it was like to win 
the coveted Nobel Prize in phys- 
ics and how he feels about his 
work on the James Webb Space 
Telescope. 

Members of the Goddard mul- 
timedia team created a web video 
browser that provides viewers 
with a virtual seat in the lecture 
hall. Listen in as Mather presents 
a history lesson spanning more 
than 13 billion years about the 
formation of the universe, galax- 
les, stars, planets and life. The 
story also describes the accom- 
plishments of modern astronomy 
pioneers Galileo Galilei, Ed- 
win Hubble and Albert Einstein, 
whose discoveries lent support to 
the Big Bang theory. 

This is no typical lecture. 
Through the use of video chapter 
navigation, the listener is in con- 
trol. Jump from topics like “The 
Center of the Universe” or “How 
Did We Get Here?” to “Dark 
Matter/Dark Energy” and others.

city will powerscrub and/or strip 
the floor, the memo states. 
FOGM Issues 

In the meantime FOGM mem- 
bers will have cleared the room, 
removing all current display items 
for storage. FOGM will retain 
use of a closet during the period 
of the agreement and may also 
be permitted to “exhibit vintage 
photographs” and other materials, 
the memo states. 

The redecoration process will 
begin after January 15 and is to 
be completed before the library 
moves into the space. 

During the five months only 
limited library services will be 
available. A book hold pick-up 
and public computer access to 
library system holdings will be 
offered, as well as librarian as- 
sistance. 

According to the memorandum, 
the hours of use of the library 
will fall within the normal hours 
for the Community Center facility 
— from Monday through Saturday 
from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. and on 
Sunday from 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
(Currently library hours are more 
restricted.) 

The city memo also requires 
the presence of library staff when- 
ever the library facility is open. 
An information sign will also be 
posted outside Room 110. The 
city will be responsible for heating 
and air conditioning of the space. 

To longtime Greenbelters, seek- 
ing library assistance in the Com- 
munity Center will recall old times 
before the current library was built. 
While the structure still served 
as an elementary school, a large 
room near the east entrance was 
set aside as the public library. The 
late Frances Herling, mother of 
Councilmember Konrad Herling, 
served as librarian and she and her 
husband, Albert, advocated strongly 
for the larger facility.

lines as the basis for new right-of-way lines or to use utility pole 
locations. With councilmembers not in agreement as to what to 
do and questions of who will pay costs to resolve the problem, 
further consideration was deferred to the new year. 


Empirian Village Fire 

Empirian Village residents endured another fire this year 
when an electrical malfunction caused a three-alarm blaze on 
October 17. Nine people, including a firefighter, were injured 
and 168 were displaced. Two buildings were damaged. 

The community of Greenbelt responded with an outpouring 
of support. Families displaced were moved into empty units at 
the complex. Excess donations were distributed to local families 
in need. 


Sewer Backup 

At a June 22 city council meeting homeowners from the 
Greenbrook Estates neighborhood sought assistance regarding 
a May 15 simultaneous sewer backup in the basements of their 
homes. They complained that WSSC’s response was “very 
poor” and compensation for damages not forthcoming. 

After the July 29 council meeting, when WSSC continued to 
disavow responsibility, the city manager sought a meeting with 
senior WSSC officials. 

On October 7 WSSC offered $10,300 in damages to one 
homeowner hours before a scheduled meeting and nothing to 
another, stating it could not compensate customers who have 
previously “engaged” with their own homeowners insurance. 
After a heated exchange between Councilmember Edward Putens 
and WSSC staff, WSSC offered the aforementioned homeowner 
reimbursement of the $1,000 deductible paid. 


Greenbelters at Inauguration 

After supporting Barack Obama’s election in 2008, many 
Greenbelters turned out on a cold and windy day to attend his 
January 20 inauguration. Nine Greenbelt police officers provided 
crowd assistance at the parade while the remainder were assigned 
in and around the Greenbelt Metro station and at local inaugural 
events. Mayor Judith Davis got to her assigned blue-ticket place 
early but could not see over the tall heads in front of her, enjoy- 
ing instead the sounds of the event and the joyful exuberance of 
her neighbors in the crowd. The Navy Sea Chanters including 
Bill Edwards sang the National Anthem and watched from above 
at the Capitol. Ty Robbins was Michelle Obama’s stand-in 
for the ABC-televised Neighborhood Ball. Sandra and David 
Lange rode a special MARC train, Cynthia Cummings bicycled, 
Frank DeBernardo and Mike and Tim Mullaney took Metro to 
watch the event on Jumbotrons on the mall far from the Capi- 
tol. Kelly Ivy talked with both Obama and Vice President-elect 
Joseph Biden while working the special Amtrak train bringing 
the Obamas and the Bidens to Baltimore before the inauguration. 
Most Greenbelters watched on TV in the warmth of their homes 
or at special gatherings such as those held at the New Deal Café 
or Green Ridge House. 


Changes to Bus Routes 

In the spring Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Authority 
(WMATA) proposed changes to area bus routes, some of which 
would affect accessibility to public transportation for Greenbelt 
residents. The Transit Riders United of Greenbelt (TRU-Green- 
belt) responded by meeting with WMATA staff, local and county 
elected officials and staff to work up a transit plan. In August, 
TRU-Greenbelt members met with county transit planners in a 
public meeting to suggest changes that would improve the bus 
system with riders’ needs in mind. 


Utopia Film Festival 

This year’s fifth annual Utopia Film Festival in October, 
sponsored by Greenbelt Access Television (GATE), drew more 
than 50 submissions from around the world. Among those 
shown were short works by Greenbelt children in GAVA/GATE 
classes and a documentary, “Green Towns U.S.A: A New Deal,” 
that brings up-to-date the stories of the three greenbelt towns 
and drew a large crowd to the Old Greenbelt Theatre. Another 
popular film was “Signs of the Times” about the origin of base- 
ball hand signals to assist an early deaf player. Several film 
makers attended to discuss their work.

Jazz Jam at New Deal Cate 
Brings Musicians, Crowd

Art McKinney, drummer for 
the Capital Blues Ensemble and 
drum teacher in Bowie, hosted 
his monthly jazz jam at the New 
Deal Café on Saturday several 
weeks ago. The jazz jam is open 
to musicians who are able to 
read lead sheet music specifically 
compiled in books called the Real 
Book. McKinney has run this 
jazz jam for one year and plans 
to continue next year. 

Even with the snowy condi- 
tions, 13 musicians showed up 
(typically 10 to 12 musicians 
show up). The core or house 
band comprised of McKinney on 
drums, Deon Cleancutt on guitar 
and David Whitaker on bass. 
Among those joining in were 
Greenbelt’s own Greg Meyer on 
saxophone, Peter Reppert on pia- 
no and Bob Garber on clarinet. 

Most participants who drop by 
are part-time musicians, starting 
again after taking off many years 
to have a family or who are be- 
ginning music as an adult. 

The tunes (such as “So What” 
and “Ill Remember April’), were 
initially called out by McKinney. 
Later, he deferred to attending 
musicians. Relieving McKinney 
on drums was Darrell Dunning 
who called out “‘Round Mid- 
night.” One saxophonist was 
working on “Blue Bossa” and 
“Sugar” in his jazz class, so the 
jam covered those tunes. The 
process was very supportive and 
friendly. 

The impromptu selection of 
the tunes exemplifies the impro- 
visational nature of jazz. The 
musicians follow a standard for- 
mat where they play the melody 
of the tune in unison, then take 
turns with a spontaneous inter- 
pretation of the melody using his 
or her instrument before playing 
the melody once again to end the 
tune. In this way, each musician 
contributes his or her expression 
and experience to the art form. 

‘American musical synthesis” 
has been designated by the House 
of Representatives (introduced 
by the Honorable John Cony-

ers, Jr.) as a “rare and valuable 
national American treasure to 
which we should devote our at- 
tention, support and resources to 
make certain it is preserved, un- 
derstood and promulgated.” The 
resolution was passed as H.R. 57 
(which the DC jazz club adopted 
as its name) by the 100th Con- 
gress of the US. 

For the past year, the New 
Deal Café has played this role 
in preserving jazz through Art 
McKinney’s jazz jam, the perfor- 
mances of DC’s legendary Buck 
Hill, WAMMIE-nominated Bay 
Jazz Project and others. 

McKinney has contributed to 
the Café in addition to his jazz 
jam. A former member of the 
DC Blues Society, McKinney 
helped organize the Greenbelt 
Blues Festival this summer.

Sunday, January 10 from 7 
to 9 p.m. there will be an Open- 
ing Artist Reception for Barbara 
Stevens’ new green paintings, the 
Amsterdam Series, at the New 
Deal Café.
